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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
L312.

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-8 in the reply filed on May 23, 2005 is 
acknowledged. The method claims 1-8 were searched and found to be allowable primarily 
because of the use of the apparatus claimed in claims 9-16. The examiner has therefore rejoined 
the method and apparatus claims. The product claims would not be allowable.

It would not have been obvious to add the oxygen ion 
transportable material and electrode coatings to prior art vessels or to apply a DC voltage or DC 
power source as claimed.
